No. 50—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during April, May and June, 1960 


April 


General—During April anticyclonic influences were strong in the sub-tropics and although 
an extensive southern depression brought general rain northward of the Gascoynes on the 6th 
and 7th there were later instances wherein tropical low-pressure troughs formed along the west 
coast only to be thrust aside by vigorous high-pressure systems moving in from the Indian Ocean. 


In the tropics low pressure was weak following upon the two cyclones in March and little 
rain eventuated during the first three weeks. A cyclone over the Arafura Sea on the 20th gave 
promise of further tropical rains as it moved south-west, but having gained the Timor Sea it lost 
intensity. 


Rainfall—Scattered rains mainly due to thunderstorms were received in the tropics during 
the first three weeks of April but falls exceeding an inch and ranging up to three inches were re- 
ported from the Kimberleys after the 20th due to the influence of a short-lived cyclone over the 
Timor Sea. 


On the 6th and 7th a large southern depression produced rain as far north as the East Gas- 
coyne divisions but registrations were mainly light except in the lower south-west where Bunbury 
received 188 points in 24 hours, a record day’s total for April. 


Little rain was received during the remainder of the period except in the lower south-west 
and south and the agricultural districts generally were looking for opening rains at the close of 
the month. 


Temperature—Extreme heat prevailed throughout the tropics and Gascoynes and extended 
to many places in the sub-tropical areas during the first week of the month, when the highest 
maximum temperature reported, 104°, occurred on four consecutive days at Port Hedland and 
twice at Talgarno and Roebourne respectively. These figures represented a departure of 11° 
above the normal day temperature but minimum or night registrations showed even greater 
departures in the East Gascoyne and places as far south as the southern wheatbelt where a number 
of recordings exceeded the average by 10°-16°. 


As a contrast to these, a series of waves of cold air passed across the sub-tropics during the 
last week of the month and day temperatures fell 15° below the normal at many places, ranging 
up to 19° below at Cue. 


The night temperatures were the lowest recorded in April at several stations from the Metro- 
politan area to the Gascoynes and Goldfields and many stations reported night temperatures 
which closely approximated their lowest April recordings. Temperatures ranged from 104° at 
several tropical stations early in the month to 30° at Wandering on the 30th. 


Metropolitan—In Perth the rainfall in April was below average to the extent of 118 points, 
but the falls over the previous three months more than compensated for this as the total to the 
end of April was nearly an inch above the average for the four months’ period. 


Temperatures early in the month were high, reaching 82-6° on the 4th but towards the close 
of the month the Metropolitan area participated in the series of cold waves that passed across 
the State and on the morning of the 27th the minimum fell to 40-6° which is the third lowest 
minimum recorded for this month. 


On the 25th the maximum temperature did not rise above 62-3° and on the 26th 63-1° and 


27th 64-2°. These low readings may be compared with the lowest maximum recorded for April— 
58-6°. 


May 


General—High pressure predominated during the first half of the month extending on occasions 
to the tropical divisions. Two small depressions formed off the Kimberley coast in the second 
week and, on occasions, low-pressure troughs formed along the west coast or southern depressions 
intruded in the south-west. Except in the tropics either the troughs were thrust aside or the 
depressions were restricted by anticyclonic influences. 


On the 17th the distribution of pressure changed and during the third week a series of low- 
pressure centres operated over the sub-tropics in various forms culminating, on the 26th, in a 
vast southern disturbance which extended northward to embrace all sub-tropical divisions. This 
in turn passed eastward by the 29th to be followed by a rather energetic anticyclone which caused 
a return to fine, cold though cloudy weather for the remaining days of the month. 


Rainfall—In the Kimberleys good rains were received in the first half of the period when 
falls ranging up to 370 points at Sunday Island, 271 points at Wyndham and more than two inches 
at other stations were reported. In the remainder of the tropics however and in the East and West 
Gascoyne divisions little, if any, rain occurred. 


During the second fortnight, due to the northward extension of southern low-pressure, light 
rains were received in the De Grey, Fortescue and both Gascoyne divisions and on the 26th, from 
the same source, the De Grey received excellent falls ranging up to 210 points at Bamboo Springs 
and 186 points at Bonny Downs ; the Fortescue received falls up to one and three-quarter inches 
at several stations and an outstanding three inches at Roy Glen. 


South of the tropic the agricultural districts obtained light amounts at fairly regular intervals 
early in the month which served to keep the green feed going. After the 19th however good 
general rains were received during the following week which, over the seven days, totalled one 
and a-half to two inches in the outer wheat belt and between two and two and a half inches ranging 
up to three inches at places in the central and parts of the southern wheat areas, 


The falls, however, were only light in the North-Eastern and South-Eastern divisions and, 
although in the latter the seasonal position was already established, the North-Eastern division 
and Northern Goldfields still required good rains to assist pastures. 


The rains extended to the West and East Gascoynes where light to moderate amounts were 
received. 


Temperature—Day temperatures were below normal throughout the tropics during the month 


and minima or night temperatures showed a similar tendency but more particularly in the latter 
half. 


The formation of low-pressure troughs on the west coast caused day temperatures to rise 
at times in the sub-tropics and the presence of cloud, more particularly in the third week, lifted 
minima above normal but otherwise temperatures were below normal particularly in the southern 
half and frosts, severe at times, were reported from the central and southern agricultural districts 
and south-west and south coastal areas. 


The lowest minima were registered at Wandering where 28° was experienced on 7th, 29° 
on 13th and 30° on 16th. 


The highest maximum reported was 96° at Fitzroy Crossing on the 2nd. 


Low day temperatures were experienced during the middle and the last week of the month. 
On the 27th, the maximum temperature at Mount Barker did not rise above 51°—12° below 
normal. This disparity was reached at a number of other stations as far north as Wiluna and 
Meekatharra during the period, the last named registering only 60° on the 29th which is 16° 
below the normal expectancy at this time of the year. 


Metropolitan—In Perth the rainfall for the month was 33 points above the normal, the total 
being 533 points which fell on 13 days. 


Day temperatures exceeded the normal on only six days and failed to rise above 61° on four 
occasions, on two of which the mercury reached only 60°. The night readings exceeded the normal 
on only seven occasions, and the mean for the month was the lowest recorded for May. 


The mean temperature—57-7°, was the second lowest for this month. 
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June 


General—tIn contrast to the previous June, there was almost a complete absence of winter- 
type southern depressions. An occasional complex low-pressure distribution off the west coast 
formed small centres, some of which later developed into sizable depressions to the south or east, 
but it was not until the 26th that the main southern low-pressure belt extended northward suffi- 
ciently to encompass the southern half of the State. 


Rainfall—The tropics and Gascoyne received little rain during the month. Light falls how- 
ever extended from the agricultural areas through the Gascoyne to the Fortescue and De Grey 
divisions at times, and there were one or two recorded in the West Kimberley early in the month. 


The formation of small centres of low pressure off the south-west coast caused heavy local 
rain in the south coast divisions about the middle of the month, but outside this region, although 
falls were fairly frequent—particularly in the first fortnight—they were comparatively light. 
Useful falls were received in the Fortescue and at a few places in the Gascoyne, otherwise rainfall 
in the tropics and sub-tropics was not of much value. In the agricultural area, although totals 
were generally well below normal, they were sufficient for most crops. 


Temperature—Day temperatures were above normal during the first week and mainly below 
normal during the remainder of the month. They ranged from 93° at Fitzroy Crossing on the 
6th to 50° at Mount Barker and Katanning on the 14th. Low temperatures were general in 
the South-West and South-Eastern divisions about the middle of the month when the maximum 
recorded at many places in the southern districts was below 60° for four successive days, 


Night temperatures were about normal, the minima ranging from 79° at Kalumburu in the 
far north to 26° at Bridgetown and Wandering in the lower south-west. 


In the second half of the month temperatures fell to freezing point somewhere in the State 
on 14 of the 15 days and some centres experienced heavy frosts. There were 13 at Rawlinna during 
this time, and at Mundiwindi, almost in the tropics, there were 5 during the last 6 days of the 
month, 


Metropolitan—Although there were nearly the normal number of wet days in June, there 
were no particularly heavy falls, and the month’s total of 444 points was nearly three inches 
below normal. 


Temperatures were more frequently below normal than aboye, and although no day was 
particularly cold the mean temperature for the month was one of the lowest recorded. 


There were no particularly strong winds and the maximum gust of 50 m.p.h. was rather 
lighter than is usual in June.
